The  small  expenses  in  and  around 
the  running  of  our  concerts  and  mixers,  for  example,  the  expenditure  of  $150.00  to 
outfit  student  marshals  with  T-shirts,  reflects  a  total  waste  of  funds.  These  small 
inefficiencies  do  add  up;  enough  to  cause  the  cancellation  of  our  winter  weekend  and 
anything  else  this  year  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

The  Student  Council  needs  unity  -  not  the  bickering,  feuds  and  divisions  that 
now  plague  it  whenever  a  club  or  organization  makes  an  attempt  for  needed  funds. 
Unity  between  council  members  is  important.  That  unity  that  starts  within  the  council 
and  reaches  the  Lowell  Tech  student  is  possible. 

Between  my  self  and  Mark  Ragozzino  we  feel  it  is  about  time  the  Student  Council 
listened  to  the  need  of  the  student  instead  of  stabbing  him  in  the  back.

Some  of  my  goals  are: 

1)  procure  the  services  of  a  lawyer  and 
bondsman  to  insure  protection  of  student 
rights,  be  they  in  matters  involving  the  local 
authorities  or  the  administration. 

2)  expanding  the  social  committee  so  that  it 
might  work  in  conjunction  with  the  faculty  to 
present  speakers  on  all  topics  relevant  to  the 
student  body,  with  all  possible  viewpoints 
presented.  Moreover,  I  hope  to  involve  the 
various  varsity  and  club  sports,  with 
fraternities,  dormitories,  commuter  groups  and 
other  organizations  in  a  series  of  weekends  to 
promote  school  unity.

Bell  To  Stay  On 
As  Black  Recruiter 

Last  Monday  Provost  Beghian  announced  that  Black  recruiter 
Raymond  Bell  was  back  working  for  the  Institute.  Bell  had  resigned  earlier 
this  month  claiming  he  was  receiving  little  cooperation  from  LTI 
administrators. 

Bell  at  that  time  stated  that  there  was  “no  way”  he  would  return  to 
Lowell  Tech  to  continue  his  work  and  termed  the  refusal  of  Lowell  Tech 
to  accept  his  resignation  as  “a  joke.”  He  then  reconsidered  his  position 
and  decided  that  he  would  like  to  try  to  continue  to  recruit  Black  faculty 
members  for  LTI’s  Evening  Division. 

Beghian  stated  that  the  whole  situation  had  been  “amicably 
resolved”,  and  that  Bell  was  once  again  on  the  payroll  of  the  Institute.

National  Program  Developed  To  Grade  Profs 


PRINCETON,  N.J.-A  new 
program  that  allows  students  to 
evaluate  the  performance  of 
their  teachers  has  been 
developed**  by  Educational 
Testing  Service  (ETS). 

Besides  allowing  students  a 
chance  to  express  their  views 
anonymously  about  courses  and 
teachers,  it  also  gives  instructors 
an  objective  way  to  monitor 
their  own  performance  and 
progress. 

C  ailed  the  Student 
Instructional  Report  (SIR),  the 
program  is  an  effort  to  improve 
instruction  based  on  responses 
to  an  ETS-designed 
questionnaire  supplied  to 
students  by  the  colleges 
themselves. 

The  questionnaire  was 
developed  by  ETS  researchers 
with  the  aid  of  college  faculty 
members  and  students.  It  is 


composed  of  questions  about 
specific  teaching  practices  and 
more  general  topics  including 
such  queries  as: 

—Did  the  instructor  encourage 
students  to  think  for 
themselves? 

—Were  the  course  objectives 
made  clear? 

-How  much  effort  did  students 
put  into  the  course? 

—Were  students  informed  of 
how  they  would  be  evaluated? 

The  ETS  questionnaire  also 
includes  questions  about  a 
student’s  reasons  for  taking  the 
course  and  the  grade  he  expects 
to  receive.  In  addition,  an 
instructor  is  free  to  include 
questions  of  his  own  to  learn 
more  about  factors  unique  to  his 
particular  class.  The 
questionnaire  results  are 
reported  for  each  class  as  a 
group,  not  for  individual 


students. 

Student  evaluation  of 
teachers  is  not  a  -new  concept. 
The  procedure  has  been  used  for 
some  time  at  various 
institutions,  but  ETS  says  SIR 
should  provide  an  instructor 
with  information  to  compare  his 
performance  with  others  in  his 
discipline  on  a  national  scale. 
The  program  is  available  to 
institutions  throughout  the 
United  States  and  Canada.

Initiated  by  ETS  in  1965, 
the  Institutional  Research 
Program  provides  colleges  and 
universities  with  a  variety  of 
methods  to  use  in  evaluation  and 
self-study  programs.

Recoup  Losses 

DENVER,  Colo. 
(CPS)— With  the  current  uproar 
over  the  alleged  scandal 
involving  ITT  and  Acting 
Attorney  General  Richard  G. 
Kleindienst  still  raging,  the 
Republican  Party  and  its  allies 
are  attempting  to  save  as  much 
face  as  possible  in  this  election 
year. 

This  week  the  national 
offices  of  College  Press  Service 
received  three  separate  press 
releases  from  the  Department  of 
Justice,  the  first  press  releases 
from  that  Department  received 
here  in  over  a  month. . 

One  announced  an 
endictment  of  a  Florida 
stockbroker  for  stock  fraud;  one 
announcing  the  forthcoming 
conclusion  of  an  anti-monopoly 
case  against  a  Louisiana 
company;  and  one  hailing  the 
initiation  of  a  suit  against  a 
Michigan  apartment  complex  on 
charges  of  violating  the 
economic  stabilization  program.

Fill  your  milk 
cartons  (which  we  trust  you  all  have  been  diligently  collecting  for 
months  now)  about  three-quarters  full  with  nice  moist  top  soil. 
Remember  to  add  the  one  or  two  earthworms  for  fertilization  which 
we  found  worked  so  well  in  last  year’s  plants.  Using  your  “pointer 
finger”  make  a  hole  of  about  three-fourths  of  an  inch  deep  in  the 
soil  and  drop  your  germinated  seeds  into  the  hole.  Carefully  cover 
this  hole  with  dirt  and  water  heavily.  Watering  should  be  repeated  at 
least  once  a  day  and  gradually  decreased  in  intensity  as  the  young 
plants  begin  to  grow  above  the  surface. 

Now  that  you’ve  got  that  done,  it’s  time  for  some  public  service 
announcements.  Number  one,  and  most  important,  our  diligent  staff 
of  inhilators  have  cracked  the  case  of  the  “Government  Eye  in  the 
Sky”  technique  of  crop  detection.  (Text— Vol.  No.  16)  which  we 
discussed  earlier  this  year.  Since  there  is  a  lack  of  money  in  the 
treasury  due  to  the  “discussions”  going  on  in  Southeast  Asia,  the 
government  will  only  be  able  to  enact  their  satellite  detection 
method  on  a  very  limited  scale— to  be  more  specific  the  states  of 
Florida,  Arizona,  Texas  and  New  Mexico  are  the  only  states  which 
will  be  viewed  by  the  “Eye  in  the  Sky”.  Wow,  is  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  those  states  going  to  be  pissed!

U.S.  B-52s  Raid  N.  Vietnam 
Since  Last  ^  eek

One  of  the  most  attractive  qualities  of 
motorcycle  riding  is  the  indisputable  challenge  of 
man  over  his  machine.  Whether  on  the  road,  in  the 
woods,  or  on  the  racetrack,  the  rider  knows  that 
he  may  be  called  upon  to  master  his  machine 
through  some  unforseen  circumstance. 

#  When  we  take  the  rider  off  the  road  and  drop 
him  on  the  racetrack  with  a  bike  equipped  to 
handle  the  punishment,  we  find  a  new  set  of 
circumstances  where  the  excitement  increases  with 
the  speed.  It  must  be  realized,  however,  that  not 
every  rider,  when  in  this  situation,  could  handle 
variables.  One  needs  the  skill,  experience,  the 
split-second  integration  of  mental  alertness  and 
physical  response. 

Now,  when  we  finally  get  down  to  the 
business  at  hand,  we  find  a  rather  different  set  of 
circumstances.  By  the  very  nature  of  the  sport, 
motorcycle  racing  entails  speed,  but  speed  isn’t  the 
only  consideration  when  it  comes  to  challenging 
the  “World’s  Fastest  Motorcycle  Record.”  There 
are  all  kinds  of  influencing  factors  that  determine 
whether  or  not  you  have  the  winning  combination. 
In  being  absolutely  candid,  you  have  to  be 
“INSANE.”  Despite  this  qualification,  there  are  a 
few  men  who  have  successfully  challenged,  and 
broken  this  “Record  of  Records.”  The  single  most 
important  reward  that  this  title  offers,  is  the  honor 
of  being  the  ultimate;  the  great  god  of  speed 
piloting  the  fastest  motorcycle  in  the  world. 

Triumph  held  this  record  since  1966,  until  a 
dude  by  the  name  of  Don  Vesco  streaked  down 
the  famous  Bonneville  Salt  Flats  at  an  average 
speed  of  251.9  mph,  to  snatch  away  the  record. 
Right  now  you’re  probably  saying  to  yourself: 
What  in  the  hell  kind  of  motorcycle  goes  251.9 
mph,  and  does  it  use  Super  Shell  or  Sunoco  260? 
Well,  this  particular  machine  doesn’t  look  like  a 
motorcycle,  doesn’t  burn  Super  Shell  or  Sunoco 
260,  and  has  two,  rather  than  one,  engines.  The 
power  plant  is  a  combination  of  two  350cc 
Yamaha  engines  which  are  housed  in  what  looks 


like  a  streamlined,  fiberglas  torpedo  on  two 
wheels.  How  does  the  nut  who’s  flying  this  thing 
get  in  it?  Well,  since  the  craft  is  only  knee-high  to 
an  average  man,  the  driver  is  guided  in  (with  a 
little  help  from  his  friends,  or  rather,  enemies),  so 
that  he  is  almost  completely  in  a  reclining, 
horizontal  position.  How  does  this  two-wheeled 
torpedo  keep  from  falling  over?  The  only  thing 
that  keeps  this  vehicle  from  tipping  is  the  driver’s 
skill,  some  low  speed  training  wheels,  and  pure 
fear.  There  was  one  occasion  that  comes  to  my 
mind  of  one  of  the  more  unfortunate  attempts  at 
breaking  this  record.  While  one  of  the  drivers  was 
doing  a  test  run  with  his  machine,  at  a  speed  well 
over  200  mph,  the  front  wheel  of  the  craft 
suffered  a  mechanical  failure  and  completely  let 
go.  The  result  was  the  the  front  of  the  vehicle 
dropped  down  onto  the  salt  flats,  and  both  the 
craft  and  its  pilot  disintegrated  from  the  heat  and 
friction.  This  particular  dude  paid  some  pretty 
heavy  dues  for  his  insane  quest. 

And  then  came  Harley!  As  soon  as  Yamaha 
grapped  the  title  away  from  Triumph,  they 
expected  Triumph  to  return  and  swoop  it  right 
back  again;  but  they  were  wrong.  Instead, 
Harley -David  son,  with  a  driver  by  the  name  of 
(Crazy)  Cal  Rayborn  came  down  to  the  Bonneville 
Salt  Flats  with  a  similar  vehicle  powered  by  a 
single  Sportster  engine.  With  only  a  few  runs, 
Rayborn  captured  the  new  world’s  record  with  a 
sizzling  265.492  mph.  After  the  run,  he  said  he 
would  be  back  again,  because  he  felt  his  machine 
would  go  well  over  300  mph.  Good  luck  Crazy 
Cal! 

Well,  that’s  how  it  stands  so  far.  I’m  sure  that 
some  other  lunatic  with  no  one  home  upstairs,  will 
journey  over  to  the  salt  flats  to  try  and  capture 
the  title  from  Harley.  On  the  serious  side,  I’m  sure 
all  of  us  bikeys  wish  them  the  best  of  luck-they 
sure  as  hell  need  all  the  help  they  can  get  from 
that  great  motor  cycle  rider  in  the  sky! 


Washington,  d.c. 

(CPS)  — Allegations  by  the 
Democratic  Republic  of 
Vietnam  (DRV)  delegation  in 
Paris  that  the  U.S.  has  resumed 
massive  bombing  of  North 
Vietnam  were  confirmed  in  part 
by  the  Pentagon  this  morning, 
Thursday,  April  6. 

A  spokesman  for  the  DRV 
told  Ms.  Cora  Weiss,  who  is  a 
People’s  Coalition  for  Peace  and 
Justice  coordinator,  that 
explanations  by  the  U.S.  press 
corps  in  Saigon  that  cloud  cover 
was  prohibiting  bombing  was  a 
hoax  and  that  massive  bombing 
via  radar  and  indiscriminate 
bombing  was  taking  place  over 
southern  North  Vietnam. 
Included  was  massive  shelling 
from  naval  based  units  on  the 
southeastern  shore  of  the  DRV 
by  the  seventh  fleet.  They  also 
stated  that  for  the  first  time 
since  the  1968  bombing  halt 
B-52s  were  bombing  North 
Vietnam. 

In  their  statement  this

morning,  the  Pentagon  said  that 
“We  have  struck  with  U.S.  Naval 
and  Air  Force  bombers  and 
naval  gunfire  a  variety  of 
military  targets  involving  the 
invasion  area  in  South 
Vietnam.”  The  Pentagon  said 
that  the  air  strikes  were  limited 
to  the  area  surrounding  the 
current  battlefield  area.  They 
also  said  that  “specific  details 
will  come  out  when  security 
conditions  permit.”  They 
identified  targets  as  artillery 
units,  missile  sites,  storage  areas, 
air  field  areas  and  roads  and 
bridges. 

Meanwhile,  in  Washington,  a 
community  group  has  called  for 
a  demonstration  in  front  of  the 
White  House  Saturday,  April  8, 
including  leafletting  of  the 
Cherry  Blossom  Festival,  which 
will  bring  a  million  people  to 
Washington  for  the  weekend. 
Other  demonstrations  in  other 
cities  have  been  planned,  but 
details  are  unknown  at  this  time.

ALBANY,  N.Y.  (CPS)-Student 
leaders  from  the  State  University  and 
the  City  University  of  New  York,  in 
an  unprecedented  alliance,  have 
launched  a  lobbying  drive  to  repeal 
the  scheduled  rise  in  tuition  at  the 
branches  of  the  State  University 
system  this  summer,  as  well  as 
preserve  the  free  tuition  policy  at  the 


City  University. 

A  three-day  meeting  resulted  in 
the  adoption  of  a  platform  by  the 
Student  Association  of  the  State 
University  and  the  City  University 
Student  Senate.  The  group  plans  to 
mobilize  support  among  the  500,000 
students  who  attend  the  two 
universities  to  support  legislators  who 


back  their  plans  and  oppose  those 
who  do  not. 

Proposals  made  by  the  group 
include:  1)  keeping  tuition  at  the  two 
universities  at  the  current  level,  and 
adding  another  $50  million  to 
Governor  Rockefeller’s  budget  for 
the  two;  2)  repealing  the  $30  million 
Bundy  program  which  aids  private 
colleges,  and  establish  cost-sharing 
programs  between  private  and  public 
schools;  3)  open  admission  to  the 
State  University  in  fall  1973  to  all 
high  school  graduates,  and  end  all 
undergraduate  tuition;  4)  replace  the 
current  $70  million  scholarship 
program  with  an  insured  loan 
program. 

The  massive  higher  education 
system  in  New  York  State,  which  was 
built  up  from  relatively  little  20  years 
ago  to  what  is  considered  to  be  one 
of  the  Finest  systems  in  the  nation, 
has  been  in  the  throes  of  a  severe 
financial  crisis  this  past  year.

TRACK  TERRIERS  TAKE 
SECOND  IN  BRANDEIS  MEET

The  'Lowell  Tech  Track  Team  started  out 
strongly  last  Tuesday  at  Brandeis  in  a  four  way 
meet,  beating  Assumption  College  and  Clark 
University  while  losing  by  a  slim  margin  to 
Brandeis.  In  the  long  distance  runs  Brandeis 
proved  to  be  a  powerhouse,  evidenced  by  a  new 
LTI  school  record  in  the  mile  at  4:41  set  by 
freshman  Jerry  Cushing,  but  even  he  didn’t  place 
against  the  top  Brandeis  runners.  Tech’s  strong 
points  were  the  field  events,  including  first  and 
second  places  by  freshmen  Harry  Reed  and  Bob 
Clark  in  the  shotput,  and  wins  by  Dave  Stager  in 
the  long  jump  and  triple  jump  events.  Both  Marv 
Olim  and  Bob  Holak  surpassed  the  old  school 
record  in  the  javelin  throw,  Olim  with  a  toss  of 
184’ 10”.  As  it  turned  out,  the  Terriers  needed 
every  point  they  could  get  in  the  field  events  to 


keep  pace  with  the  Brandeis  team  in  the  running 
events.  Strong  performances  were  recorded  by 
Dave  McComish  and  Bernie  Richard,  who  captured 
the  top  two  spots  in  the  100  yard  dash.  Richard 
also  took  a  third  in  the  220  yard  sprint.  Other 
standouts  for  the  day  were  Steve  Serwo,  second  in 
the  high  hurdles,  Rich  Golus,  third  in  the 
intermediate  hurdles,  and  Jim  Roberts,  who 
looked  strong  in  placing  third  in  the  three  mile 
run. 

Lowell  Tech  looked  good  in  this  meet 
considering  the  raw  weather  conditions  and  the 
fact  that  this  was  the  first  meet  of  the  year.  With 
the  addition  of  new  freshmen  talent  and  hard 
work  by  all,  the  team  is  looking  forward  to 
another  winning  season.  Their  next  competition 
will  be  at  the  Brandeis  Invitational  Track  Meet  this 
Saturday.

Tech  Crew  Races  Begin

Baseball  Nine  Open 
With  12-4  Win  Over 
Suffolk  University 

Last  Wednesday  the  Lowell  Tech  Varsity  baseball  team  started 
out  its  season  with  a  victorious  note  as  they  soundly  trounced 
Suffolk  University  12-4  behind  the  pitching  and  hitting  of  senior 
captain  Mike  Camuso.  The  Terriers  had  10  hits,  including  a 
homerun,  two  triples,  and  two  doubles,  in  the  nine  inning  game, 
compared  to  only  six  hits  for  Suffolk. 

Camuso,  who  went  the  full  nine  inning  route,  was  the  winning 
pitcher  as  he  struck  out  nine  batsmen  while  walking  only  seven. 
Mike  pitched  well  with  the  exception  of  the  fourth  inning  when  he 
seemed  to  be  experiencing  some  control  problems. 

In  the  batter’s  box,  Mike  was  three  for  five,  with  a  three  run 
homerun  in  the  second  inning  that  landed  near  the  shot  put  circle 
better  than  400  feet  from  home  plate. 

Tech  actually  wrapped  up  the  game  in  the  first  inning  as  the 
Suffolk  pitching  staff  was  having  trouble  throwing  the  ball  over  the 
plate  to  allow  in  six  runs.  In  that  first  inning  the  two  Suffolk 
chuckers  gave  up  one  hit  and  six  walks.  Five  of  the  walks  forced  in 
runs  as  they  came  with  the  bases  loaded. 

Camuso  started  the  second  inning  off  by  hitting  the  first  pitch  for 
his  homer.  Tom  Jenkins  was  then  walked  and  was  moved  over  to 
third  on  a  Art  Santos  double  to  centerfield.  Tom  then  scored  on  a 
Leo  Casey  base  hit  to  make  the  score  8-0. 

Kevin  Walsh  made  the  score  nine  to  zip  in  the  third  inning  as  he 
hit  a  triple  that  was  almost  caught  at  the  base  of  the  hill  in  deep 
right  field.  Kevin  scored  from  third  on  an  infield  out. 

Suffolk  was  not  about  to  throw  in  the  towel  yet,  however,  as  they 
retaliated  with  four  runs  of  their  own  in  the  top  of  the  fourth 
inning.  Suffolk  scored  their  runs  on  four  walks  and  two  bunts 
singles. 

Suffolk’s  only  other  threat  came  in  the  fifth  inning  when  their 
leadoff  batter  belted  a  triple.  He  was  quickly  erased  on  a  throw  from 
Bob  Minerik  in  right  field  on  an  attempted  tag  up  from  third  on  a  fly 
out. 

The  score  remained  at  9-4  until  LTI  came  to  bat  in  the  sixth 
stanza.  With  two  men  on  base,  Minerik  then  blasted  a  long  triple  to 
left  center  field  which  fell  about  fifty  feet  short  of  Camuso’s  second 
inning  homer.  Bob  then  scored  on  another  Leo  Casey  basehit  to  set 
the  score  at  12-4. 

Starting  shortstop  Bob  Barrington  was  replaced  in  the  fourth 
inning  suffering  leg  cramps.  Freshman  Bill  Carroll  who  replaced  him 
had  a  line  drive  basehit  in  the  seventh.  The  performance  of  the  team 
was  excellent  for  their  first  outing  of  the  season  after  having  their 
opening  three  contests  either  postponed  or  cancelled  because  of  rain 
or  snow. 

The  teams  record  as  of  printing  was  1-0.  This  week  the  Terriers 
baseball  team  will  take  on  Brandeis  this  afternoon  at  3*  Assumption 
College  on  Thursday  at  3,  and  will  play  Bentley  College  in  a 
doubleheader  on  Sunday  starting  at  noon.  All  of  LTI’s  games  this 
week  will  be  played  on  the  baseball  diamond  behind  the  gymnasium.
